Sweet Clover Grows Where Other 
Crops Wii! Not

Western Canada has very little soil 
not adapted to sweet clover. It will 
not grow on sour, acid soils, which 
are just the opposite of the alkaline, 
lime soils of Western Canada. — It will 
do especially well on rich, lime soils, 
with plenty of moisture, But if tt 
can get a start at all on the clay, 
sandy, alkali, or gumbo soils it) will 
make «a conrparatively remarkable 
growth, On shifting, sandy soils, if 
only a few plants get a foothold, they 
will protect others and soon the whole 
avea will be covered. Tt will push out 
into the alkali flats further than any 
other crop and after it has grown on 
these soils a few yeara, they will pro- 
doce other crops more successfully, 

Sweet clover should be sown early 
in the spring with small grains and we 
have had excellent success using 
oats, wheat, flax or barley.

The clipping 
should be high enough to leave live 
buds to start a new growth: This 
clipping may be left on the field, and 
the second growth cut for hay with a 
gtain binder, slightly higher than the 
first growth was clipped. This sec- 
jond xsrowth may be cut after the rainy 
; Season, so that the hay can be cured 
| properly. The = first clipping and 
stubble can then be plowed under, and 
will be of benefit to the soil. 

Sweet clover will pasture from two 
to four times as much stock per acre 
as any other crop; all kinds of stocx 
soon learn to relish it, and do as well 
or better on it than on any other pas- 
ture. It very seldom bloats cattle or 
sheep. It is especially valuable for 
{replenishing old, worn pastures. For 
seeding an old pasture, Nature’s meth- 
od had best be followed. Sow the 
unscarified seed late in the fall, six to 
{10 pounds if hulled, or twice as many 
pounds of unhulled per acre.
